Sib: I am rejoleed to find that my 
recent feeble efforts to enllghteo you on 
the Sunday question are having good 
eibeU fur as you do not critic!*# the 
sentlmeot of the quotation you make 
irom the Outlook In the last Citizen. 1 
take It that you agree with It. Now the 
Outlook takes the view that Sunday was 
made for mao. which Is tbe human view, 
the New Testament view; and I agree 
with the Outlook that '*a weighty re¬ 
sponsibility reate upon the Christian 
pulpit* to lead the Ohureh up to the New 
Teetemeot point of view." The "exter¬ 
nal regulations'' of Moses are out of 
data, though they, too, were merely 
human regulation#, and not by Jehovah 
at all. 

I trust that you will pardon me for 
celling your attention to the New Testa¬ 
ment view, for I much fear that yon 
have dwell so long upon the mythical 
commandment In the Old Testament as 
t • nave forgotten It. You will recollect 
that when Jesus went through tbe oorn- 
field (which wan a wbeetfleld) on the 
Sabbath with His disciples they wore 
hungry, and they picked off heed* ef tbe 
wheat and ate the kernels. The Phari- 
good Sabbatarians, complained 
that suob acts were unlewful. Jeeu* 
recalled to tbe Sebbetarlane the exam¬ 
ple of D4vld, who ate the “sacred’’ 
bread when be was hungry, as e Justifi¬ 
cation of the conduct of His dleolplee, 
and then He said: “ Tbe Sabbath was 
made for man, and not man for tbe Sab¬ 
bath ; therefore, tbe eon of mao la lord 
also of tbe 8abbatb." Tbe printers of 
the New Teetemeot bnve capitalized tbe 
words soo and lord, evidently with tbe 
Intention to lead the reader to think that 
Jeeu* referred to himself. If so, the 
next act He performed shows whet He 
thought of tbe Sabbath. Going again 
into the synagogue, where there wee e 
man with n withered hand, He was 
watched by tbe Phaeleeee, who wanted 
to make a cane against Him. These 
people remind me of tbe people who 
hired Newark sleuths to watch a woman 
who was auspected of breaking the Sab- 
bath by telling beer. But Jesus paid 
about the same attention to them as the 
Jury before whom the women was tried 
aid to the sleuths. He "looked round

“ He ssltb unto the man, 8tretob forth 
thy hand." When be had done thin and 

was made whole, tbe Pharisees went out 
and counselled together "as to what they 
might do to Him," as did tbs Sabbata- 
rlans when tbs Jury discharged the 
women of Bloomfield who was unjustly 
suspected of selling beer. On another 
ocosslon Jesus healed ** woman on the 
Sabbath, much to tbe Indignation of the 
ruler of the synagogue, who querulously 
told the people that "there are six days 
in which men ought to work," and thnk 
they ebonld some end be healed on them. 
This aroused the Indignation of Jeeus 
also, and He aald: "Thou hypocrite, 
doth not each one of you on tbe Sabbath 
loots hie ox or hla aaa from tbe stall and 
l«-ad him away to watering?” It la aald 
tuat this rebuke made the Pharisees 
ashamed, but this I think muet be an 
Interpolation, many of which have beau 
found by the higher critics. I never 
anew a real Sabbatarian to be ashamed 
of bis tyrauny. Jeaua la said to have 
done many more such tolnga on tbe 
Sabbath; In fact, Saturday aeema to 
have been Hla bualeat day. And tbe 
Jews "sought to slay Him because He 
bad done these things on tbe Sabbath 
day." Do not these Jew* remind you of 
t ie Sabbatarians of 'Pennsylvania, wfio 
want to suppress cars, fruit stands, bsll 
games' newspapers, excursions, and the¬ 
atres on Sunday? 

Preaching the mlnd-your-own-bosloea# 
doctrine, or tbe doctrine of persopal 
liberty, St. Paul asked. "Who are thou 
that judgeat? . One mao esteemetb 
one day above another; another esteem - 
eth every day alike. Let every mao be 
persuaded In hla own mind." It wee 
nothing, In St. Paul's opinion, whether 
tbs day was regarded or not. The Lord 
would finally get the Sebbetfa breaker ee 
well at tbe Sabbath keeper, and he asked 
why one man should Judge hla brother 
or set his brother st nought. St. Paul 
drag evidently driving at those Jews who 
wanted to make tbelr Sabbath the day 
of days, pesullsr to'lteelf, though they 
bad rejected the old dispensation and 
adopted the new. 

You can readily see from tbsae few 
Instances—and tbe New Testament l« 
filled with Inatancee when Jesus broke 
tbe Sabbath—what the New Teatameut 
view of tbe Sabbath U—that le, what 
the view of Jeaua was, and of enures He 
le tbe domluant foroe In tbe hook. Al¬ 
though tbe Ghrletlaos observe a day for 
blob there le no authority but human 
edicts and reasoning, they transfer to It 
tbe sacredoees attributed to the old 
day, and would visit upon It* breakers 
the penalties which Scripture oommeods 
to be Inflicted upon Sabbath breakers. 
But tbe human view Is thst Sunday Is 
for mat.'* use. Whatever Is moral and 
good on one day Is moral and good on 
another. There In no dlvtn* command 
as to Sunday, whlla aa to tba Sabbath of 
the Jews, they did pot gvt It from Je¬ 
hovah, but eopled R from tha Babylo- 
to whom Jehovah made no 

thers can be ssarasly a doubt that lx the 

tethlea*- 
oe the beaks of the 
thu Tigris f*t the pisnltod* of 
out ing «t 
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h* told Kileer WlUIsm; but, of ooui 
ho referred tv the Continental Sunday 
Europe, not the Puritan Suoday of New 
England and N»w Jersey. Professor 
Drtiltxech* Is n Christian scholar, whose 
recent lecture on "Babel and tha Bible" 
Is worthy of your attaollos. . 

There I* soother weighty responsi¬ 
bility resting upon Christian pulpits 
besides the teeohlog of the human view 
of Sunday. That Is, th* teaching of 
ethics. I think It particularly reete 
upon the clergy of Moetolalr and Gian 
Bulge—those guardians of our Sundays 
and what I shall have to call our im¬ 
moral*—end I respectfully suggest that 
they set apart a Sunday upon wblob to 
preach a sermon frost s test to be found 
to the Old Teetemeot. That no on# 
known who wrote It doe* not make It leee 
forceful. It was evolved from human 
experience. Being something of so 
a b sent-mind*d beggar myself, I can ap- 
preolate tha feelings of tha tahabltaots 
of those town* wheo they reach up to s 
reek In tha ears and remove a bundle 
forgotten by noma passenger who has 
alighted—to take ear* of It, they would 
explain, If asked why they did It—but 
really, when they find upon It th* name 
and address of tba rightful otoner, It 
would seem that they might let tbe 
trainman take charge. But, astonish. 
Ing as It may seem, the conductors as. 
sure me that they believe that some of 
the commuters actually watch for an 
opportunity to secure such s parcel. 
This I can aoaroely believe, though, 
alee! I have the evtdeuce of several 
forgotten parcels If the clergy will 
use Sunday on which to preach ethical 
aermons, I for one will never oomplaln 
of them for Sabbath breaking, though 
they never allude to religion. And 
though I am one of th* poor that are 
always around, I will contribute my mite 
to have placed In each car In a proml- 
oeot position, eey over each door, 
printed In letter* a foot loog, tbe fif¬ 
teenth verse of the twentieth ohap. 
ter of Exodus. I suppose that you 
have set me down as a heretic, or st 
least as a non-coufnrmlst, but I believe 
In pure religion, wbtoh la, we are told, 
to keep one’s self nnspotted from the 
world; sod some of these absent minded 
friends of mine are spotted, and I want 
to brl'ig them back to the right path.

I am very glad. Indeed, to sea IX

But I muet again 
oall your attention to the feet that It Is 
the strict Sabbatarianism of Bloomfield 
which oompels these young men to go to 
Newark, where they fill to repletion with 
that which stasis sway their good man 
u«?r*. One of the artlelea of my creed 
I* (bat a man should respect tte rights 
i>f bis neighbors ioetesd of encroaching 
upou them with obscene language, rude 
actions, and church bells.

Sib: Your eportlog editor’s revela¬ 
tion of the parsimony of a crowd of a 
tuoueend persons who paid a little more 
than thirty dollars to *ee the ball game 
played by tbe Orange Centrals sod tbe 
Wstsesstog nine on August 8, la a 
cold-blooded piece of work, but It fill* 
a want long felt. When a tboueaod 
spectators of such ball aa tbe home 
team la putting up cab get away with* 
out sacrificing more than an average of 
four ceuta each, tbe action may without 
disrespect to tbe colored population be 
termed " niggardly.” Perhaps poverty 
ptevents them from raising tbe average 
to s nickel, but If tost le tbe case tbe 
Impecunlqus might save their self- 
respect hy staying at borne. And that 
excuse cannot be pleaded In all oaaee. 

I nave noted proaperoue looking Individ- 
unis viewing the proceedings fr. ro 
«!e-p centre, taking a sneak at eight of 
the hat passing on the opposite side of 
the field. But the “grass stampers” 
have not that dlffl ieoc« that should go 
eI h the want of ability to pay for what 
they get. On the one aide they swarm 
over the foul line, delaying the game 
until they are driven back, and on the 
other they preao against and overturn 
the seats occupied by paying spectators. 

I was recently saved from being 
spilled out of my ten-csot seat (whlab 1 
occupy In prafsreoe* to th* grand eland, 
squaring tbe difference by dropping a 
nickel In th* bat), by reminding the 
gang In the rear that If they overturned 
the bench they woold be without any 
thing to lean upon. A strong rail 
behind these seats Is needed to keep 
th* dead heads from riding tbe baeke 
of persons who have paid, and upsettlog 
ie benches. Efficient policing of the 
grounds le also demanded to teach 
certain members of tha rising genera¬ 
tion that It Is not nobis to be tough.
